When membership in a legally-recognized political party, having 
a place on the ballot and operating.in accordance with the laws 
of the nation, can become the basis for revocation of citizen- 
ship, then it is not exaggerated to say that the Constitution's 
Bill of Rights is being scrapped$ And, whether we agree or dise 
agree with the Communists, this is an issue that is the concern 
of every freedom-loving American. 


We feel that we are speaking for the American people when we 
state that Judge Roche's ruling in this case cannot go unchal- 
lengede 


In order to appeal the court's decision to the higher courts an 
immediate sum of one thousand dollars is needed to meet the pre- 
liminary legal costs involved. The Schneiderman-Darcy Defense 
Committee has less than one-fifth of that amount on hand. 


Will you help make possible an appeal to the higher courts by cone 
tributing what you can to the defense fund, within the next two 
or three days3 


By doing so you will be contributing your share in the fight to 
prevent a blackout of civil liberties, and to maintain intact our 
Bill of Rights.

lamation stated: "We believe that civil liberties are the distin~ 
guishing mark of American democracy. We believe, furthermore, that the Bill of 
Rights must apply to the rights of all Americans ~ or that it will prove a cheat 
for all. »...We view the attempt to revoke the citizenship of William Schneider- 
man, solely because of his membership in the Communist Party, as a dangerous, pre- 
cedent~setting act, threatening the status of every naturalized citizen." (Copies 
of the proclamation can be obtained from the Schneiderman-Darcy Defense Committee, 
Room 224, 320 Market Street, San Francisco, Cal.

In a letter to the Attorney General on April 15 the Board of Directors of the Ame- 
rican Committee for Protection of Foreign Born protested the suit 

COMMITTEE to revoke Schneiderman's citizenship. The Committee's letter read: 

PROTESTS "We believe that the attempt to revoke citizenship upon this inter- 
pretation of the naturalization laws establishes a precedent that 

jeopardizes the freedom of belief and the civil rights of naturalized Americans... 

We view with suspicion the fact that the proceedings were not instituted until twelve 

years after he became an American citizen, ...We feel that your action taken at 

this time, when attacks upon democratic rights are widespread, aggravates the gen- 

eral public tension and intensifies discrimination against foreign born Americans.

A statement issued by tiMAmerican Committee in eee, with the protest to the 
Attorney General's office states: "We have no desire to discuss or 
STATEMENT to defend Mr, Schneiderman's political, social, or economic views. 


At the same time, we have every desire to defend Mr. Schneiderman's 
right to retain his American citizenship and to defend his right, as an American 
of foreign birth, to hold whatever views or social opinions he desires. Mr. Schnei- 
derman's membership in the Communist Party at the time he became a citizen is not 
a just or legal basis for the proceedings to revoke his citizenship. These pro-~ 
ceedings have been instituted by the Attorney General's office on the basis of an 
interpretation of the provision in the naturalization law barring from American 
citizensiip those who arg not attached to the principles of the Constitution. Mr, 
Schneiderman was not asked specifically whether he was a member of the Communi st 
Party or any other organization. ... Thus an alien must reveal information about 
which the government has not asked lest he be found guilty of fraud later in con-+ 
cealing facts which might have established that he was not'attached to the prin- 
-ciples of the Constitution.' If the alien does not reveal facts which the court 
concludes 12 years later were relevant, the citizenship accorded the alien may be 
cancelled for fraud, if the government's contention in the Schneiderman case is up- 
held. ... The attempt to revoke Mr. Schneiderman's citizenship on the basis of his 
political opinions is an assault on the liberties of all naturalized Americans and 
jeopardizes the democratic rights of the American people, native and foreign born, 
as guaranteed by the Constitution of the United States of America, " 


In a 50-page answer to the Government brief filed in the Federal court last week, 
attorneys for William Schneiderman denied the Government's allega- 
LEGAL BRIEF tions and contended that at the time of the defendants naturaliza- 
? tion he possessed all the attributes and requirements for citizen- 
ship, he had committed no fraud, that the Government failed to sustain the bur-~ 
den of proof showing that he committed any fraud. The defense declared that Hr. 
Schneiderman answered all questions truthfully at the time of his naturalization, 
that he concealed nothing as to his beliefs, that in fact the Government did not 
contend to the contrary. It charged that the Government, in permitting 12 years 
to elapse, acted in bad faith and was engaged in political persecution. A deci-~- 
sion is expected during the month of May. 


The defense brief challenged the allegation of the Government that an alien prior 
to naturalization has no right to engage in political activities or” 
JUSTICE even to have advocated repeal of the 18th Amendment and contended 
HOLMES that the constitutional guarantees embodied in the Bill of Rights 
do not apply to citizens only but to all, citizens and non-citizens. 
They referred to the dissenting opinion of Mr, Justice Oliver Wendel Holmes in U.&, 
vs Schwimmer: "Only a judge wad with partisanship would exclude because the appli-i 
cant thought that the 18th Amendment sould be repealed. If there is any principle: 
of the Gonstitution that more imperatively calls for attachment than any other, it 
is the principle of free thought - not free thought for those who agree with us, 
put freedom for the thought we hate. I think we whould adhere to that principle 
with regard to admission into, as well as life within this country,"

On the Citisenship Case of Williem Sehneiderman 


In these da,s when the creat principles embodied in the American 
traditions of liberty and justice are threatened, any iptringement of the rights 
they represent ot home takes on an cmimous significance. 


Because we feel that the people of our country are as convinced of 
these truths and ‘are as prepared to defend Democracy as we whe sign this state<- 
ment, we feel it is incumbent upon us to register our deep concern over the 
oase of ‘Jilliam Sohneiderman. 


The United States Supreme Court is now considering the appeal of 
william Schneiderman against the cancellation of his American oitisenship. 
William Schneiderman gave satisfactory evidence to the naturalization court of 
his eligibility for citizenship ami of his adherence to our Constitution, and 
citizenship was granted him in 1927. Certainly this was legally and honestly - 
obtained, for the record shows that all statutes, rules and regulations apply- 
ing were sdhered to. Now, after 14 years, this man, who has committed no orime, 
wno is not charved with the violation of any lnw in our land is facing revooa- 
vion of citizenship. 


This case affects the lives of eight million naturalized Americans. 
\ cannot agree to the principles that they aro not in the same category as na- 
tiv. born Anoricans whose citisenship oannot be revoked for any reason. We must 
rot allow 9 precedent that would make native born Americans first-class citizens , 
ari naluralized Americans, second-class citizens. ‘lo contend that ONCE CITIZEN- 
5: IP TS LEGALLY OBTAINED, IT IS IR. EVOCANLE! 


These questions deserve an answer; oan naturalized Americans be 
placed on a probationary stutus, whereby they may be brought back yeara later, 
ant on the basis of holdin: unpopular views, threatened with revocations of their 
citizenship? ; Can we comione the holding of a club over the heads of eight 
million Americans, whereby they would hold their citizenship by sufference 93 


Could they thus feel free to express their political views cr affiliate with 
lognl rolitical partios? 


Me do not neovssarily subscribe to the beliefs of William Sohneid- 
erran, who has been and is a leading member of the Communist Party. dut we do 
rer.ffira the words of Thomas Jefforson: "The minority possesses their equal 
ri¢hta, which equal law must pretect, and to violate which would be oppression.* 


The case of illiam Schneiderman does not involve the merits of 
the program of the Cormunist Party. Sut it does invelve the freedom of politie 
eal opinion for all individuals with no threat of retribution. The Bill of 
Rights makes no distinctions ag between native and foretgn born Americans. 


Our signatures to this Statement mean an agreement with the opine 
ion expressed by United States Supreme Court Justice Tiilliam ©. Douglas who de~ 
clared on June 20, 1941; "There must nct grow up in this country any seoond or 
fourth olass of citizenship. There is no room for any inferior grade. ‘here one 
has been allewed, the result has been the downward spiral of disunity.” 


We are deeply concerned about the case of William Schneiderman, 
T> revoke his citizenship, to sanction the division of citizenship into first 
and second grades, to deny the rirht of free politioal thought to a section of 
our citizenry would in itself tend to retard the unity of the American people 
and the hopes of people everywhere, who are struggling so desperately to maine

This paper did not have ony 
photograph of the WILLIAh SCHNEIDERMAN who ran for Governor in linne- 
sota in 1932 on the Communist ticket. Hence, there was no Minnesota 
photograph of the mon who ren for Governor in 1932 evaileble at thet 
paper for comparison with the Son Francisco photograph of WILLIAM 
SCHNEIDEREAN, Secretary of the Communist Forty of Colifornia. 


it the Minneapolis Times-Tribune Newspaper there were several news 
items which would indicate thet the WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN in Califor- 
nia is idential with the party of that nome who was in Minneapolis 
during 1930 to 1932. Wewspaper items of the Minneapolis Times 

of December 16, 1941, referred to SCHNEIDERMAN, who was Secretrr 

of the Communist Party of California, as being a former Minnesovon. 


The Minneapolis Times item of June 13, 1940 stated "The American 
Citizenship cf WILLIAM SCHNEIDERIAN, Communist Candidate for Gover- 
nor cf Hinnesota in 1930 and present Secretary cf the California 
Communist Farty was ccncelled yesterday in San Francisce." (This 
should probably be 1932 rather than 1930.¥ 


The Minneapolis Times item cf November 29, 1941 referred to SCHNEIDER-~ 
MAN as Communist Candidate fo Gevernor in kinnesota im 1930 and native 
ef Rissia, 

The kinneapolis Times item of June 13, 1941 referred to SCHNEIDERNAN 
as "Communist Candidate for Governor in 1930," 


The Minneapolis Times itom of May 5, 1931, stated, "Peir given heering 
con May Day charges. TILLIAM SCHNEIDERBMAN, 1812 First Avenue south, 
candidate for alderman cf the 6th Ward and CHARLES KARSON, Saint 

Paul, vent on trial before Municipal Judge LUTHER YOUNGDAHL, Tucsday 
on charges cf disorderly conduct. They were arraigned as the result 
of the roundup by police, SCHNEIDERMAW declared that he was about 

to mount a platform tc make a speech neer Seven Corners when police 
pulled him down.

GEORGE PIRICH, owner and occupant of 1812 First Street South, Min- 
neapolis, Minnesota, was interviewed by City Detective W. H. FABRIZ 
and stated that in 1931 SCHNEIDERMAN shared a room on the second 
floor with LOUIS RENWALL, whose present address is unknown, but who 
was then employed on SERA. 


PAUL J. PENROD, 1924 First Street South, Minneapolis, Minnesota, WPA 
employee, married, with. two small children, was interviewed by City 
Detective V. KH FABRIZ and stated that he is a tenant of GEORGE 
PIRICH and that he lived at 1812 First Street South, second floor 
across the hall from WILLIAM SCHNEIDBERMAN in 1951 and remembered him 
quite well, PENROD also identified the picture of SCHNEIDERMAN 

as the man who was in Minmeapolis in 1981. PAUL PENROD stated that 
in the event it is necessary to locate him in the future he cen_be

Murray F. Tuley High School showed that one WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN 
entered the high school September 5, 1918 and left on June 28, 1919. | 
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SCHNEIDERMAN'S credits were then sent to Los Angeles High School. 
Birth record shown as December 1, 1905; father — REUBEN SCHNEIDERMAN. 
This man came to the high school from Schley Elementary School, which 
records indicated that SCHNEIDERMAN was born in Voline, Russia. ‘The 
1916 school register shows a different birth date for SCHNEIDERMAN, 
as November 12, 1905. The 1917 records, however, show the same 

birth date as given in the high school records, namely: December 1, 
1905.

Subject previously attended Los Angeles High School 
and John H, Francis Polytechnic High School, Los 
Angeles where no birthdates or family history 
records available, except Los Angeles High School 
record reflecting that he was 13 years, 9 months 
of age in grade B10, as of Sept. 22, 1919.

DETAILS : The title in the instant case is being changed to reflect as 


an alias for Subject WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN, the name WOLF 
SCHNEIDERMAN, which appeared in his naturalization records 
at the Federal Court Clerk's office, Los Angeles. 


The following investigation was conducted for the purpose of 
determining whether fingerprints were available on WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN, the 
former Executive Secretary of the Communist Party of California, and to de- 
termine whether he was identical with an individual named WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN 
who was arrested by the New York Police Department, number B 36028. 


The Los Angeles Police Department advised that they have no 
arrest record on Subject under the known names. 


Captain WILLIAM F. HYNES, formerly head of the Red Squad of 
the Los Angeles Police Department, who assisted the Immigration and Natural- 
ization Service in developing evidence for the prosecution against Subject 
WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN, stated that to his knowledge WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN has 
never been arrested or fingerprinted on the westcoast. Captain HYNES advised 
‘that the information concerning the arrest of the WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN, New 
York Police Department number B 36028 did not come from him and that its 
original source was the AMERICAN VIGILANTE INTELLIGENCE FEDERATION of Chicago, 
Illinois. He stated that this information was first obtained about November, 
1935 and that to his knowledge it was never conclusively shown whether the 
New York WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN was identical with Subject WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN 
of the instant case. He stated that that issue was not particularly neces- 
sary for the action taken against Subject WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN. Captain HYNES 
stated that he first learned of WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN about 1923 when the 
Subject was connected with the YOUNG WORKERS LEAGUE at Los Angeles. He stated 
that any information to the effect that the two WILLIAK SCHNEIDERMANs are °.. 
identical appears to be an error although theré could be a possibility that 
the Subject WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN is older than he has represented himself, 
and possibly could be identical with the New York WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN. 


The reference teletype reflects that Subject, when he was 
arrested in San Francisco, December 28, 1929, was not fingerprinted. The 
reference teletype reflects that the Subject, in his Selective Service ques- 
tionnaire, indicated that he was born on August 1, 1905. The reference tele- 
type reflects that the same WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN, in his application for a 
passport on April 28, 1934, stated that he was born December 14,.1905. The 
reason for the variance was not known. 
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The WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN arrested in New York, number B 36028, 
was apparently born August 1, 1895. 


The report of Special Agent R. C. TAYLOR, San Francisco, dated 
May 29, 1941, sets out leads for the interested offices to determine whether 
the New York WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN was identical with Subject WILLIAM SCHNEI- 
DERMAN. However, a correction should be made in this report, in a statement 
appearing on page 24, which in substance reflects that Subject WILLIAM 
SCHNEIDERMAN, according to the Los Angeles Police Department, had a birth- 
date of August 1, 1895, because, as aforementioned, it was never conclusively 
shown that the New York WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN was identical with the Subject 
WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN. 


In an effort to determine whether the two SCHNEIDERMANs were 
identical, investigation was made of the high school records at Los Angeles 
and the school record at the University of California at Los Angeles, where 
the Subject had attended. 


Special Agent C. H. FISCHER, Jr., in conducting an investiga- 
tion at the University of California at Los Angeles, interviewed Miss 
MARGARET KERLIN, Secretary of the Registrar's Office, who made available the 
school record and personal file of Subject, which disclosed the following 
information: 


The record reflects that he was born August 1, 1905 at Voline, 
Russia, and that he attended the following high schools: 


In 1918 he attended Tuley: High School, Chicago, Illinois. 


His second year in high school, he attended the Los Angeles 
High School at Los Angeles, California. 


His third and fourth high school years were at the John H. 
Francis Polytechnic High School, 400 West Washington Boulevard, 
Los Angeles, California, where he graduated in 1922, 


Ha entered.the University of California at Los Angeles on 
September 13, 1923 and withdrew October 1, 1926, giving as his reason the 
necessity of earning his livelihood... His address while attending the 
University was 2755-1/2 Winter Street, where he lived with his father, 
RUBIN. His father's occupation was listed as "tailor", The birthplace 
of both his father and mother was given as Voline, Russia. Subject listed 
as one of his former employers, J. B. JACOBS, President of Simon Levi — 
Company, Los Angeles, where he was employed as an office clerk from 1920 te 
1925. 


SCHNEIDERMAN's personal file contained a letter dated February 
ll, 1924, in which he had petitioned the University to be exempted from mili- 
tary training and physical education. <A photostatic copy of this letter was 
made and is being transmitted, herewith, as an enclosure to the Bureau. One 


photostatic copy of this letter is also being forwarded herewith, as an 
enclosure, to the San Francisco Field Division. The University granted 
SCHNEIDERMAN exemption from military training on the grounds that he was 
not a citizen, and anonymously granted him free tuition, one of the re- 
quirements for which is that the student be a citizen of the United States. 


A photostatic copy was also made of an application for an 
undergraduate scholarship, dated March 1, 1926, in SCHNEIDERMAN's handwrit-— 
ing. Photostatic copies of this application are being forwarded herewith, 
as enclosures, to the Bureau and the San Francisco Field Division. 


On the application for an undergraduate scholarship filed at 
the University of California at Los Angeles by Subject WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN 
on March 1, 1926, which appears in his own handwriting, he gave as his age, 
20 years and 7 months; birthplace, Romanov, Russia, Los Angeles residence ad- 
dress, 2755-1/2 Winter Street, a resident of that district for six years; 
father, RUBIN SCHNEIDERMAN, tailor, same residence address. The high school 
attendance was given as the Tuley High School, Chicago in his first year, in 
1918; his second year at Los Angeles High School, Los Angeles; his third 
and fourth years at Polytechnic Evening High School, Los Angeles, where he 
graduated in the summer of 1922. 


This application reflects that WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN wor ked 
for the Simon Levi Company at Los Angeles, operated by J. B. JACOBS, President, 
and A, P. JACOBS, Salesmanager. He claimed to have been employed there five 
years; two years part-time and three years full-time. 


The Registrar of the Los Angeles High School, 4600 West Olympic 
Boulevard, Los Angeles, produced the school records on Subject, which reflect 
that he entered that high school September 22, 1919; gave as his residence — 
address, 441 South Cummings Avenue, and his father as RUEBEN SCHNEIDERMAN. 
The record reflects that he transferred from the Murray F. Tuley High School 
at Chicago, Illinois and that he was 13 years and 9 months of age when he 
entered the Los Angeles High School, The transcript from the Murray F. Tuley 
High School, Chicago, Illinois was filed by FRANKLIN P, FISK, the principal, 
and dated October 7, 1919. At the Los Angeles High School, he entered grade 
BlO in the day school classes, Unfortunately, neither the transcript from 
the Murray F. Tuley High School or the Los Angeles High School records in 1919 
carried the date or place of birth or any personal history other than the name 
of the parent and a notation that he was 13 years 9 months old as of his en- 
trance in the Los Angeles High School on September 22, 1919. In commenting 
on his youthful age while a student in grade B1O at Los Angeles High School, 
the Registrar reflected that the Subject was a bit young for that grade but 
noted that Subject had all"A". or "B" grades while in attendance. It is noted 
that if the Subject were identical with the New York WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN, | 
born in 1895, he would have been 24 years of age in 1919.. 


The school record of Subject WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN was checked 
at the John H. Francis Polytechnic Evening High School, 400 West Kashington 
Boulevard, Los Angeles. Subject WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN transferred to that 
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school from the Los Angeles High School and spent two years at this 
Polytechnic High School in the evening classes, receiving "A" grades through- 
out. He graduated from this high school in June, 1922. - There was a notation 
that as of August 14, 1923, he was endeavoring to enter the University of 
California at Los Angeles. . Unfortunately, no records were kept during the 
years 1920, 1921 and 1922 as to the place of birth or family history of 
students at the John H. Francis Polytechnic Evening High School. - There is 
nothing on this record to reflect the Subject's age or place of birth. 


The only teachers available in whose classes WILLIAN 
SCHNEIDERMAN attended were a Mrs. BERNARD, and GRACE W. LAVAYEA, both at 
the Los Angeles High School. 


Subject, while at-the Jobn H. Francis Polytechnic Evening 
High School, gave as his residence address, 2755 Winter Street, Los Angeles. 


It is to be recalled that Subject WILLIAY SCHNEIDERMAN secured 
his American Citizenship in the Federal District Court at Los Angeles. 


The records of the United States District Clerk, naturaliza- 
tion records in volume 177, page 358, on the petitions for naturalization 
number 18758, filed January 27, 1922, indicates that Subject WILLIAM 
SCHNEIDERMAN, under the name VELVEL SCHNEIDERMAN, filed a petition for 
naturalization, giving his address as 2755~1/2 Winter Street, Los Angeles; 
born August 1, 1905 at Rumanov, Russia. This record reflects that he ar- 
rived aboard the S.S. Kroonland from Antwerp, Belgium, and arrived at New 
York City September 22, 1908. The record reflects that he left Antwerp about 
September 12, 1908 and that he has lived in the United States since September 
22, 1908 and in California since September 19, 1919. Subject, in his petition 
for naturalization under the name VELVEL SCHNEIDERMAN, requested the court to 
change his name to WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN. The witnesses to this petition for 
naturalization were ALBERT J. BOCK, occupation, business agent, address 2420 
Brooklyn Avenue, Los Angeles; and a Miss MINNIE KARASICK, address 2728 Folsom f 
Street, Los Angeles. As a matter of information, both ALBERT J. BOCK and 
MINNIE KARASICK are presently at San Francisco, the latter being known as 
MINNIE CARSON. There has been some statement that ALBERT J. BOCK is now 
deceased, ; : 


Subject WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN, under the name of VELVEL 
SCHNEIDERMAN, filed his Declaration of Intention, number 26427, as of 
February 8, 1924 in the Federal District Court at Los Angeles, and this is 
recorded in volume 56 of the Declarations of Intention, at page 327. VELVEL 
SCHNEIDERMAN described himself as,follows:

This record further reflects that he was single and had 
emigrated from Antwerp, Belgium on the Kroonland, and arrived at New York 
about September 1, 1907. This record further reflects that he was 5110" in 
height. This height is a great discrepancy from the true height of Subject 
WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN, who has never been more than 5t4't, This was called to 
the attention of Mr. HANSON, who is still one of the Clerks in the Federal 
District Clerk's Office, and he advised that years ago, when Declarations 
of Intention to become citizens were filed, the applicants were never measured 
for height or checked for description; that they simply copied the form that 
was prepared by the particular applicant. Mr. HANSON did not remember VELVEL 
or WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN. 


Subject was admitted to Citizenship in the Federal District 
Court at Los Angeles in open court on June 10, 1927, and at that time was 
permitted to change his name to WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN. This citizenship 
record was filed as a record on June 18, 1927. 


In all instances of aliens, a certificate of arrival is filed 
with the Petition for Naturalization. In the case of WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN, 
certificate of arrival number 300697 was filed on the usual United States 
Department of Labor form, and it described him as WOLF SCHNEIDERMAN and 
reflected that he arrived in the United States and reflected that he arrived 
in the United States aboard the Kroonland on September 22, 1908. Again a 
discrepancy is noted in that Subject's Declaration of Intention reflected 
that he arrived in New York about September 1, 1907. . There is nothing in 
the District Court Records at Los Angeles to reflect that WOLF SCHNEIDERMAN 
is really identical with VELVEL or WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN except a penciled 
notation on the Certificate of Arrival number 300697, reflecting "VELVEL 
SCHNEIDERMAN" , 


It is noted in the reference report of Special Agent F. W. 
ARMSTRONG that a WOLF SCHNEIDERMAN, age 2, arrived at New York on the 5.8, 
Kroonland from Antwerp, Belgium, September 22, 1908. Apparently, therefore, 
the Certificate of Arrival used at the Federal Court of Los Angeles is iden- 
tical with the WOLF SCHNEIDERMAN at New York. The parental history of WOLF 
SCHNEIDERMAN, described at pages 2 and 3 of the reference report of Special 
Agent F. W. ARMSTRONG does not, in fact, agree with the Los Angeles Federal 
Court history in reflecting that the father of WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN also 
known as VELVEL and WOLF. SCHNEIDERMAN, is RUBIN or RUEBEN SCHNEIDERMAN. It 
appears important, therefore, for a Jewish translator to review the short-— 
hand notes in the files in New York on the joint hearing concerning WOLF 
SCHNEIDERMAN, SELIG PICKERMAN, JOSHIE SCHNEIDERMAN, and CHAWE SCHNEIDERMAN 
to determine whether WOLF SCHNEIDERMAN could be in fact Subject VELVEL 
SCHNEIDERMAN alias WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN. - 
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The Los Angeles Division Office has in its files a photographic 
copy of the fingerprints of the New York WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN, number B 36028, 
together with a copy of the New York Police Department arrest photograph of 
this individual, who apparently was arrested by Officer GROTHIER of the éth 
Precinct, New York City, on August 14, 1914. This individual was described 
as follows:

Investigation at the office of the Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service, Los Angeles, their file 23~-G-6 and 21,6/18758 on Subject was 
very meager in substance. Most of the file had been sent to San Francisco 
in connection with the investigation and trial at that point on WILLIAM 
SCHNEIDERMAN. There was, however, a copy of a report compiled by the AMERICAN 
VIGILANTE INTELLIGENCE FEDERATION, Chicago, Illinois, of November 6, 1935, in 
narative form, reflecting that Subject WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN was first heard 
of in Los Angeles about July 4, 1925 when he was agitating for the Communist 
Party at Los Angeles in connection with a Communist organization controled by 
the Communist Party in a movement called, "Hands Off China". There was a 
notation that on June 16, 1926, WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN wrote for the first time, 
as a special correspondent of the "DAILY WORKER", as follows: 


"GEORGE RYCHMAN, W. SCHNEIDERMAN and two other student speakers addressed 
the large audience at the Music Arts Hall (this was in conjunction with 
the 'Hands Off Chinat movement)." 


There was another notation on the report, as follows: 


“WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN was one of 20 Communists elected to the executive 
committee of the YOUNG WORKERS LEAGUE in Los Angeles as of April 27." 


There was also a notation that WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN arranged 
a debate between students of the University of California, Southern Branch 
(now University of California at Los ingeles) and functionaries of the YOUNG 
WORKERS LEAGUE. This avpeared in the April 21, 1927 issue of the "DAILY 
WORKER" according to the aforementioned report. 


This report reflects that WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN transferred from 
Los Angeles to Connecticut in August, 1930 and stayed there until about January, 
1931. This report further reflects that in May, 1931, WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN 
was arrested in Minneapolis, Minnesota following a militant May Day speech. 
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At this time, WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN resided at 1812 First Avenue, Minneapolis. 
This report further reflects that SCHNEIDERMAN was arrested at South St. Paul, 
Minnesota, on November 23, 1933 as a public nuisance, and that he was tried 

in either South St. Paul or St. Paul in December, 1933, at which time the jury 
disagreed, 


According to this report of the AMERICAN VIGILANTE INTELLIGENCE 
FEDERATION, SCHNEIDERMAN was taking part in the Armour and Swift Companies 
strike matters in South St. Paul, and attacks on this were apparently in the 
St. Paul "PIONEER PRESS" of November 21, 1933.

reflecting that Subject WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN was driving a truck in Los 
Angeles in 1936 for the Pacific Freight Lines; further that articles concern- 
ing WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN in connection with strike activities appear in the 
St. Paul "DAILY NEWS" of November 24, 1933 and the St. Paul "PIONEER PRESS" 
of November 21, 1933. a 


The City of Los Angeles, in their public schools system, have 
never had a central index, and the office of the Board of Education had no 
record of any attendance of WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN in any schools.

DETATLS : AT SAN FRANCISCO, CALIFORNIA 

A continued observation of the San Francisco 
newspapers reveals that subject's citizenship case is still pending 
before the United States Supreme Court. 


——Ss in April of 1942 that subject had bTE 
received advice trom his New York Attorney CAROL KING that his citizen- 


ship case in the Supreme Ccurt would probably go over until the fall 
and as stated above no further information indicating any action in 
this matter has come to the attention of this office. 


A check at the Selective Service Boards in 
San Francisco revealed that subject is registered at Local Draft Board 
#85 in San Francisco where he is order number 817. A review of his 
Selective Service Questionnaire reveals that-he is registered at said 
board ander the naae of LTLLTAM SCHNEIDERNAN, residing at 1550 9th 
Avenue, Apartment 3, San Francisco, His Social Security number is 


54 5-22-9713. 


Subject stated in this questionnaire that he 
had no physical or mental defects; that he had attended the University 
of California at Los Angeles-for two and one half years and took a 
course of study in letters and sciences. 


In the section of the questionnaire devoted to 
"Occupation or Activity" subject states he is the Secretary of a 
po@itical organization doing executive and administrative work for 
the Communist Party of California at 121 Height Street, San Fran- 
cisco. He states that he has done this kind of work for ten years. 
Subject stated that he has no other occupational experience. 


In the section devoted to dependency subject 
states that he is married and that he marr led his present wife LEAH 
SCHNETDERMAN at San Francisco on December 3, 1939. He states that 
his wife is twenty-seven years of age and that he began supporting 
her with full support in December of 1939. 


In the section’ devoted’to citizenship subject 
stated that he was born at Rumanov, Russia, on August 1, 1905 and 
that he is ab present a citizen of the United States. He states that 


he has not been convicted of any treason or felony. This questionnaire 
was subscribed and sworn to on the tenth day of February, 1941. Subject 
was classified in 3-A on February 28, 1941. 


An examination of thé subject's Selective Service 
file reveals that it contains an "Oecupational Questiomaire" in which 
subject states that the job in which he is now working is State 
Secretary of a political party doing executive work, also directing 
election campaigns for Party candidates, doing additional activity 
in support of the nation's war effort. He states that his employer 
is the Communist Party of California, 121 Haight Street, San Francisco, 
California, This Occupational Quéstionnaire is datdéd October 8, 19h2 
and is certified by ANITA WHITNEY, State Chairman of the Communist 
Party of Californie, and signed by LOUISE TODD, per ANITA WHITNEY. 


An abundance of information_concerning subject's 
activities and contacts has been received from and is not being b7E 
set farth in full in this report inasiauch as subject has previously 
testified at his citizenship hearing that he is a member of the — 
Communist Party and had been for several years and inasmuch es the 
present employment status of the subject as reported by him , 
in his selective i file is that of State Secretary of the 
Communist Party. [| seports however that subject is still the b7E 
leading functionary of the Communist Party in this area. 


Source A reports that subject was in along ~~ 
conference with STEVE HELSON, California Communist Party functionary, 
and ROY HUDSON, NatJonal Party Functionary from New York. 

On July 6, 1942 Source A also reported that 
subject took over all of the work formerly done by WALTER LAMBERT. 
LAMBERT was the Sbate Labor Director for the Communist Party and is 
presently in the Army. 


Source B reported that subject made arrangements 
with GEORGE ANDERSEN, Communist Party Attorney, to discuss the plans 
for a motion on behalf of the Communist Party to intervene in the 
BRIDGES deportation proceedings. It is meationed incidentally that ° 
this motion was made in the District Court in Sacramento, California, 
in September of 1942 and was denied, 


‘Following is a record of subject's travels as 
reported by Source C, all of which was apparently done in connection 
with his official duties as a Communist Party functionary. Subject 
was in Los Angeles during October of 1941 from approximately the

10th to the 14th. Subject also went to Los Angeles on November 8, 1941 
and in April of 1942 subject went to New York to attend the national 
committee meeting of the Nationalist Party. Informant advised that 
subject planned to stop in Seattle, Washington, on the way back. He 
arrived in San Francisco in the middle of April. On April 26, 1942” 
subject went to Los Angeles. He again went to Los Angeles on "May 6, 
1942. Subject made a reservation for June 5, 1942 to Los Angeles and 
was reported to be leaving for New York on September 9, 1942. 


It is noted that subject claimed that he was 
married at San Francisco on December 3, 1939 in his Selective Service 
Questionnaire. A check of the indicies of the San Francisco County 
Recorder's Office failed to reveal any record of a marriage of any 
person named WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN or WILLIAMS, the name under which 
subject is residing at his present address, for the year 1939 or 1940. 
A check of the Marriage License Bureau records fails to reveal the ~ 
issuance of a license under the name of SCHNEIDERMAN for the years 1937 
through 1941. In comection with this information it is mentioned that 
under the California laws it would be possible for a man to be married 
by the Minister of a Ghurch without obtaining a license for a legal 
marriage, if this civil ceremony is for’ the purpose of legalizing what 
had formerly been a common law marriage, such marriages are not recorded 
and do not require the issuance of a license, Respecting the absence 
of any record of subject's marriage in the Recorder's Office it is 
pointed out that Church marriages ere not recorded in these dockets. 


A check of the files in the County Clerk!s Office 
revealed that subject filed a divorce proceeding on November 4, 1936 
against REGINA SCHNELDERMAN. This proceeding bears the number 269751. 
Subject's attorneys at this proceeding were GLADSTEHIN and GROSSMAN. 
The complaint on this action alleges that the couple were married on 
September 6, 1927 in Los Angeles and became separated in July of 1928 
when defendant deserted the plaintiff, The defendant in this action, 
REGINA, Was served by an order of publication which alleged that she 
was residing in New York at an unknown address. The final divorce 
decree was signed January 27, 1937 and was sade by motion alleging 
the failure of the defendant to aposer in this action. 


In view of the inform 2% on supplied oy informants -

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\ (B) DENATURALIZATICN PROCEEDINGS DEPARTMENTAL POLICY IN VIEW CF SCHNEIDeRHAN 
CASE. -~ The Department, by Circular #3663 dated September 4, 1943 to all 
United States Attorneys, has outlined the policy which has been formulated 
in view of the Supreme Court's decision in the case cf William Schneiderman 
v,. United States in which it was held that the principles and piatform of 
the Communist Party could not be imputed to Schneiderman, a leader of Commu- 
nist activities during the entire five years preceding his naturalization, 

A petition for rehearing cf the Schneiderman case was filed by the Government 
on July 15, 1943. Irrespective of whether this petition is granted, the 
following is to be the separtment's policy in regard to denaturalization 
cases; 


"], Bringing to trial in each district cnly the strongest cases in 
which the evidence is sufficient to meet the vurden of proof 
prescribed in the Schneiderman decisicn. 


"2, Continuing and, if necessary, dismissing without prejudice other 
cases pending in court in which the evidence is such as to make it 
doubtful whether the Gcvernnent's burden of proof cculd be sus~ 
tained, lffort will be made to cbtain continuances upon the basis 
of the Governnent's desire to bring te trial only thcse cases which 
clearly meet the test prescribed by the Supreme Ccurt witil it 
has been clarified by the Gcevernment's motion for a rehearing filed 

July 15, 1943, or by the Supreme Ccurt's opinion on a Nazi case, 
co OLT. Tay to phat extent the Schneiderman decision is controlling in the 

\ ; within the denaturalization program, If ccntinuances carnot 
i avranged, the Covernment will meve for dismissals without 
prejudice in such cases, in crder to avcid bringing to trial cases 
which w'1ll ‘likely be lost upon the authority of the Schneiderman 
decision.

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"3, Making special effort tc advance a Nazi case to the Supreme Court 
at the earliest practical date. 


4, Regarding cases in the investigative stage, it must be recognized 
that now more evidence is needed to win cases because of the 
Schneiderman decisicn than was necessary when the denaturalization 
program was instituted, It accordirgly appears that a large per- 
centage of cases under investigaticn will never satisfy the burden 
of proof which the Governnent must bear. Accordingly, as a matter 
of economy and polic.;, it is requested that investigative attention 
be concentrated exclusively on those cases which appear to have 
substantial denaturalization possibilities. To assist ycu in this 
regard, we are reviewing the pending cases as fast as possible and 
recommending for each district these which we believe should be 
given special investigative attention and those which we believe 
do nct merit further investigation, insofar as denaturalization is 
concerned, Cbviously, in attenpting to detemine the merits of the 
various cases prior to conplete investigation, differences in 
opinion as to those which should be closed and those which shculd 
be continued may arise, In any instance if you feel that our 
decision should be recensidered, please feel free to recommend that 
the case be reexamined. Cur purpose in making this review is merely 
to eliminate the time and expense involved in investigating cases 
which we do not believe will be preductive in the light of the 
burden the Government must now bear in denaturalization cases," 


The Department has further cbserved that in denaturalization cases 
based upon activity in subversive crganizaticns, the Schneiderman decision 
makes it imperative tc prove clearly, by covert acts, if possible, that the 
defendant knew the subversive aims and doctrines of the crganization and 
agreed with then, This type of procf should include evidence of the activities 
of the local organization, the extent of the defendant's participation and 
his personal statements, writings or acts in meetings or elsewhere showing 
his personal Nazi or Fascist views, In many cases this can be shown only by 
the testimony of fomer members of the organizaticr. The Supreme Court has 
emphasized that to meet its burden cf proof the Government must produce 
"clear, unequivocal ard ccnvircing" evidence "which does not leave the issve 
in doubt." The Department has cbserved that this new rule prescribes even 
a greater burden of proof than heretofore, necessitating that the cases be 
even better prepared with no probative evidence being overlocked.

(C) ALIEN ENEMIES wk CBJECT IC SERV ‘Cs IN THY ARMED FCRCsS ALIEN sNEWY 
OCNTRCL SELECTIVE TRAINING AID SERVICS ACT, -~- this Bulletin supplements 
Section A, Bureau Bulletin No. 34, Seccend Series 1943, in which is cutlined 
the procedure to be taken regarding alien enemies cbjecting tc service in the 
Armed Forces. The action to be taken oy the Bureau remains the same, i. é., 
to initiate investigations of alien enenies cbjecting to service with a view 
to interning them. However, the Department has new advised that no attempt 
will be made to repatriate alien enemies cbjecting tc service who are not 
eventually interned,
